2.  The  Company  has  exercised  reasonable  care  to  catalogue  and  describe  correctly  the  prop- 
erty to  be  sold,  but  it  does  not  warrant  the  correctness  of  description,  genuineness,  authentic- 
ity or  condition  of  said  property. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  announced  by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale,  all  bids  are  to  be  for  a 
single  article  even  though  more  than  one  article  is  included  under  a  numbered  item  in  the 
catalogue.  If,  however,  the  articles  under  any  one  numbered  item  are  designated  as  a  "Lot" 
then  bids  are  to  be  for  the  lot  irrespective  of  the  number  of  articles  described  in  such  item. 

4.  The  highest  bidder  accepted  by  the  auctioneer  shall  be  the  buyer.  In  the  event  of  any 
dispute  between  bidders,  the  auctioneer  may,  in  his  discretion,  determine  who  is  the  suc- 
cessful bidder,  and  his  decision  shall  be  final;  or  the  auctioneer  may  reoffer  and  resell  the 
article  in  dispute.

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FOREWORD 


THE  history  of  English  furniture  before  1820  has  been  divided  into 
four  periods,  which  the  encyclopedic  Mr.  Macquoid  has  assembled 
into  Four  Folios.  These  periods  have  been  generally  (and  con- 
veniently) known  by  the  name  of  a  wood;  they  might  equally  well  have  been 
marked  out  as  segments  of  the  swiftly  mounting  curve  of  the  national 
wealth.  For  from  the  time  of  the  Reformation  the  English  began  to  rise  in 
the  world;  as  they  rose,  they  spent  money  lavishly  upon  art,  borrowed 
artists,  from  Holbein  to  the  Huguenots,  and  with  their  help  created  a 
sophisticated  national  style  of  increasing  luxury. 

In  the  small  but  charming  group  of  furniture  from  the  Lancashire  col- 
lection contained  in  the  present  catalogue  the  process  may  be  seen  steadily 
at  work.  The  age  of  oak  is  represented  by  the  Cromwellian  buffet  [Number 
99]  with  its  naive  medley  of  rustic  ornament,  yet  small  and  convenient  in 
size  and  notably  well  proportioned.  The  magnificent  set  of  twelve  William 
and  Mary  dining  chairs  [Numbers  103  and  104],  after  Daniel  Marat, 
marks  the  age  of  walnut  and  the  current  desire  to  participate  in  the  luxury 
of  the  maturer  Continental  baroque.  With  mahogany  from  the  Indies  comes 
the  school  of  Thomas  Chippendale,  the  greatest  of  native  craftsmen,  and 
work  such  as  the  fretted  card  table  [Number  92],  which  for  elegance  could 
vie  with  the  best  of  Louis  Quinze  and  by  sheer  merit  of  design  assimilate  a 
half-dozen  conflicting  fashions.  But  mahogany  was  not  enough;  a  wealthy 
society  must  reach  out  for  the  pretty  mosaic  of  tropical  woods  Avhich  had 
begun  to  be  imported,  and  a  revival  of  marquetry  work  took  place  about 
1770,  ushering  in  the  last  period.  The  pair  of  superb  satinwood  and  hare- 
wood  commodes  [Numbers  105  and  106]  marks  the  climax  of  design  as 
expressed  in  inlay,  and  the  last  flowering  of  the  Renaissance  spirit,  repre- 
sented by  the  traditional  relation  of  artist  and  patron.  Hereafter,  in  the 
nineteenth  century,  the  well-to-do  were  to  talk  in  strange  terms  of  modesty, 
sentiment,  and  utility,  and  thinking  more  especially  of  utility,  were  to  con- 
fuse what  was  merely  solid  or  substantial  with  what  might  ultimately  endure.

Note:  This  remarkable  set  of  chairs  (Numbers  103  and  104),  almost  certainly 
unique  in  America,  was  executed  about  1695  after  the  designs  of  the  celebrated 
French  architect  and  engraver  Daniel  Marot  (1660-c.  1720),  a  Huguenot  who  left 
France  after  the  Revocation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes  and  followed  William  of 
Orange  to  England  in  1689;  he  was  the  architect  of  the  great  audience  chamber  in 
the  Palace  at  the  Hague  and  introduced  for  the  first  time  a  French  character  into 
the  English  furniture  of  the  period,  his  designs  having  considerable  influence  upon 
the  court  styles. 

The  present  chairs  are  very  similar  to  the  set  at  Hamilton  Palace,  and  the 
writer  knows  of  no  other  set  of  twelve  in  one  collection  in  this  country.

Note:  This  and  the  following  piece  (Numbers  105  and  106)  form  an  ex- 
traordinary pair  of  commodes  in  the  Adam  taste,  dating  from  about  1785;  a  com- 
panion piece  by  the  same  maker,  formerly  in  the  collection  of  Moss  Harris,  is 
illustrated  in  P.  Macquoid  and  R.  Edwards,  The  Dictionary  of  English  Furniture, 
1924,  Vol.  II,  fig.  24.

Note:  Jean  Couchet  was  a  nephew  of  the  celebrated  Jean  Ruckers  of  Ant- 
werp and  himself  one  of  the  instrument  makers  most  admired  by  the  French  court 
and  nobility. 

Pascal  Taskin  was  a  recognized  musical  authority  under  Louis  XV  and  Louis 
XVI.  An  excellent  performer  on  the  harpsichord,  he  received  numerous  orders  to 
remake  the  fine  seventeenth  century  instruments,  notably  those  by  Ruckers,  for  the 
requirements  of  the  music  of  his  time.  The  Annonces,  Affichcs  el  Avis  Divers  of 
January  23,  1777  contains  the  offer  of  an  instrument  remade  by  Taskin  for  two 
hundred  and  seventy  louis  d'or  (6,240  livres).  The  introduction  of  prepared 
leather  slips  instead  of  crow-quills,  attributed  to  Taskin's  invention,  was  a  revival 
of  an  old  device  improved  by  this  master.  In  1768  he  constructed  the  Clavecin 
peau  de  buffle  with  three  keyboards,  two  of  which  were  connected  with  crow-quill 
actions  and  two  with  leather  slips,  thereby  softening  the  sound  immeasurably.  A 
fine  spinet  by  Taskin  is  in  the  Skinner  Collection,  Holyoke,  Mass.
